T h e Associated 1’ioueers of the Ter­ 
ritorial Days of California, head quar­ 
ters, Sturlevnnt House, New York, 
will hold their annual banquet on the 
18th of January. 


I n quarreling with and practising 
cruelty toward her provinces, Turkey 
has doue a gre&t deal in the way of 
destroying that sympathy and protec­ 
tion which the great powers of Europe 
have heretofore extended her. 
In 
place of sympathy and protection, her 
champions now propose to introduce 
“reforms" in that country, and those 
reforms imply a crushing of the gov­ 
ernment. The London Times express­ 
es a willingness that so much of the 
treaty of Paris which prevents for­ 
eign intervention between the Sultan 
and his subjects, shall be recinded. 
With tliisclause goes the shield which 
has so long stood between the Sultan 
and annihilation, and the blotting of 
Turkey from among the nations of the 
earth may be regarded as one of the> 
near events of the future. 


M r. J o h n L. C a m p b e ll, Secretary 
of the Centenulal Commission, makes 
the following suggestion, which should 
meet the approval and secure the en­ 
couragement of every American cit­ 
izen. 
Itseein* proper th at the local celebration* 
of the Kourlhof July, 1870, which will be held 
throughout the land, should be m ade to con­ 
tribute to u perm anent historical m em orial 
of the Centennial Celebration. Ineachcoun- 
ty provision should be made for the delivery 
of an address tracing the history of th at pur- 
ticulur community for the past century ,or 
front the time of its settlement, and includ­ 
ing it sketch of Its growth, its resources, In­ 
dustries, prospects, etc. 
These addrense* 
should be published in a uniform size,—th at 
of the Congressional documents,forinslanre, 
— in order that they may be bound together 
by States. To competent persons the prepa­ 
ration of such addresses would not be undu­ 
ly burdensome task; but in the aggregate 
they would constitute an invaluable histori­ 
cal repository, such as no nation lias ever had 
the opportunity to collect. Designations of 
the historians ought to be made without de­ 
lay. in order that they may have time to ac­ 
complish their work. It is to lie hoped that 
the press will give general circulation to the 
project, and that |eacli Journal will see to Its 
consummation in its own locality, and that 
th e slight expense involved be assumed by 
the eouuly or town authorities. 


T h e San Diego border warfare will 
turn out to be a small sized scrimmage 
The killing of “six-toed Pete'’ or P e ­ 


d r o B a d i l l o , if true, is of small in­ 
ternational consequence. 
He 
was 
well known here in connectiou with 
his sister, and their lives were any­ 
thing but edifying. Our charity for 
the faults of the dead prevents us sav­ 
ing more of these characters that have 
passed to other scenes, there to render 
au account of their sojourn on earth. 
Judging men by the company they 
keep would lead us to suppose that at 
least some of the companions of six­ 
toed Pete in misfortune are but small 
loss to either Republic. It would not 
be more than proper to expect that 
the government would establish a 
military post near the line of a for­ 
eign government, for the protection 
of national interest, to prevent smug­ 
gling, to protect our revenues in every 
way, and to exercise a wholesome ter­ 
ror over the brigandage of a barbarous 
outlaw class who enter our Republic 
as peaceable citizens, but who really 
come and return as robbers, murder­ 
ers, cutthroats anti assassins. 
The 
present outcry must not frighten Geu- 
eral S c h o f i e l d . There are more con­ 
tracts for supplies involved than any 
genuine fear of invasion. 


An Admission. 


is rapidly extending and will continue 
to expand until even the great jour­ 
nals which have so long tried to ignore 
her very existence, will be forced to 
admit that she is not only a great 
railroad and commercial center, but 
destined to soon become tlie capital of 
a State. No part of the Pacific coast 
is improving so rapidly in wealth and 
population and no part of the State is 
more rapidly developing rich and va­ 
ried resources than Southern Califor­ 
nia. 


A Suggestion. 


T h e Court House property cost the 
people of Los Angeles county $20,000. 
It is now worth and can be sold any 
day for $40,000 cash. 
The property 
belongs to the county, the city having 
no interest as a city in it. The Spring 
street jail and Council room property 
is owned jointly by the city and 
county, and is worth at least $20,000. 
The Court House property is valuable 
and will continue to increase in value 
in the future. The Court House would 
make a very creditable City Hall, and 
would answer for the city’s public 
building for a number of years to 
come. 
Now suppose the city pur­ 
chases from the county the Court 
House, and the county buys the city’s 
half of the Spring street property. 
The transfer will give the county an 
eligible site for a Court House and the 
city will secure tv hall which will 
meet her requirements for ten or 
twelve years and then sell for double 
the money paid for it. 
If the prices 
paid were those we have named, the 
county would have a Court House 
fund of $30,000. It is not our purpose 
to urge this or any other measure in­ 
volving expenditure and increased 
taxation, but as there is considerable 
discussion on the subjrtit of building 
a new Court House, we make these 
suggestions for the consideration of 
both opponents and advocates of the 
measure. 
The county can well af­ 
ford to dispose of the Court House at 
the price named, as if'cost but half 
that sum, and she lias had the use of 
it for a long period. The city's half 
of the Spring street property is esti­ 
mated to be worth from $G,U00 to $10,­ 
000, hut as it now stands it is not of 
very great value to the municipality. 


Another Profit from Artesian Wells. 


The San Francisco Chronicle has 
reached the conclusion that the day is 
not distant when all roads will not 
lead to San Francisco. 
This is a 
broad admission from a journal of the 
city by the sea. It has heretofore 
been a rare, we may say, an unheard 
of thing for a San Francisco paper to 
admit the possible coming of a time 
when any other place in the State, 
could divide or draw oft a portion of 
the trade of that city, yet we now have 
the admission of the Chronicle that 
Los Angeles bids fair to become a 
great railroad centre aud as such to 
share with the great city the Pacific 
coast trade. The middle and North­ 
ern portion of our.State were never fa­ 
vorable to a Southern transcontinen­ 
tal railroad. The San Francisco pa­ 
pers were opposed to the Texas Pacific 
and when it became apparent that the 
S c o tt subsidy bill was doomed to de­ 
feat, they made no attempt at con­ 
cealing their satisfaction. The ener­ 
gy and activity displayed by the South 
ern Pacific Railroad 
company*, iu 
pushing their road Eastward from this 
city has received but the faintest com­ 
mendation from the San Francisco 
press, but now that the early comple­ 
tion of that road is regarded as a fix­ 
ed fact, we find the Chronicle realizing 
what has been apparent to us from the 
first—the extension of the Union Pa­ 
cific road into Southern California, 
and consequent importance of Los An­ 
geles as a railroad center. It is high 
time our metropolitan cotemporaries 
made up their minds to accept the in­ 
evitable with as good grace as possi­ 
ble. Los Angeles cannot be catalogued 
with the class of tribulation to San 
Francisco in which are ranked Sacra­ 
mento, Stockton, San Jose and IValle- 
jo. She is not within reach of the city's 
attractive powers and is not, Hue the 
cities named, drawn into the vortex 
of the great maelstrom. 
Los Angeles 
is a central sun herself and she is the 
centre of a commercial system which 


W e have had occasion heretofore to allude 
to a certain branch of pisciculture th a t might 
be rendered very profitable in Los Ang-’les 
county nnd city. It Is almost u sham e that 
our Common Council do not propose to some 
Company a lease of a pond tlint said Compa­ 
ny would excavate and turn all the city wat­ 
er into it, and thence draw it out into the re­ 
spective Zanjas as at present. 
Such pond, of 
course, would be established near, or at the 
(mint where the water of the river H now ta k ­ 
en out. In su p p irt ofsuch proposition I will 
quote, in the first place, an article from the 
Han Francisco Jiulletin, and adduce some fur­ 
ther suggestions. The article is us follows; 
“ J. A. Popper, of Sonoma,lias been success­ 
ful in raising Carp from ail importation made 
by him self from Germany in 1“72. Jn Ger­ 
m any thousands of pounds of this favorite 
tlsh are raised and sold every year. 
The far­ 
mers there who are engaged in piscatorial 
have from five to seven ponds. 
1 lie smallest 
is Die breeding pond, from which Die otherN 
are stocked. The contents of one pond arc 
sold every year. Numbers of the tia.li are 
fioated down Die rivers and canals in largo 
boxes pierced with holes, through wlilcli the 
water passes in and out, thus delivering the 
Carp to the consumer alive and liesli. 
They 
are a tlsh that need but little ullentlon, are 
hardy, prolific,and do exceedingly well on 
this continent. 
Their food m ay consist of 
wheat, barley', corn, peas, bran,sour m ilk, or 
in fact alm ost anything. When wnll fed they 
wlll grow one inch per week for the first two 
or three months, after which they will.grow 
slower in length hut increase rapidly in 
weight, it will not do to breed tiiein In 
ponds where any game tlsh are kept,us they 
Will eat the young Carp. Mr. Popper arrived 
from Hhitiefehit, Holstein, in August, 1*72, 
with live small Carp, six Indies long. The 
fish were in a very precarious condition, one 
dying when placed is Die water. In Die fol­ 
lowing May Die original Carp had grown lo 
sixteen Indies In length, nnd the young tlsh 
numbered over ttiree thousand.” 
I thin k I have heretofore stated that the 
Carp was not only a most desiruble table-hsh 
but also an exceedingly prolific and rapid 
grower. A ny citizen can interview Mr. Pap­ 
er by letter or otherwise, and obtain, doubt­ 
less,more definite information oil Die subject. 
1 will take it for granted that there are three 
hundred flowing artesian wells in Los Ange­ 
les county. Now, possibly, there are more, 
or even a less number; but for the purpose 
of developing Die suggestion, I will assume 
thatn um b er. Agassiz and Green have esti­ 
mated th at one cubic foot of water (pure flowi 
will support one fish—i. e.: us an element; 
food, of course not Included. Now, let us see 
w hat we cun do with an artesian well that 
flows 72 cubic inches per m inute; that is half 
acubic foot, or 18U0 cubic feet per hour, or 
42,210 cubic leet for twenty-four hours. I.ay a 
pond, say forty leet square by four feet deep. 
Much a pond will liohi 8400 cubic feet of water. 
This sm all well will till such a pond five and 
u half times in twenty-four hours; or a pond 
220 feet square by 4 feet deep: which will con­ 
tain 11.51.000 cubic feet of water. The estab­ 
lishm ent of such a pond can be accomplished 
at about the usual price ttiat. it would cost to 
raise an ordinary vegetable garden. Jf we 
lollow out the results of the above premises, 
we can scarcely help reeling astounded at the 
fact that no one lias attempted to reap the 
fruits of such a vast field. Just think of It— 
where land commands so much money— 
11.01.100 Carps, weighing in twelve months 
from the egg, say, (low averagejtliree pounds. 
We should lmve34.5t.80U pounds of delicious 
fish to put on the murket. It, will be seen 
that tlie smallest artesian weil can be flowed 
into a pond, and thence used for irrigation, 
and thus he inede uotonly a help In Die way. 
of water, but a continual contributor to the 
absolute wants of the family, and m any oi 
the domestic anim als besides, in the way of 
the very best nnd oft craved food. It seems 
almost barbarous that no efforts have been 
made here In this very easy and entertaining 
and also most necessary department oi induv- 
try. I believe, however, Mr. Hhorb lias brok­ 
en the ice In Die matter by the introduction 
of a eertnln class of lake fish In his |>onds ut 
Lake Vineyard—what particular speeles is 
not known. * But the good, hardy, herblver- 
ous, gralnlverous—anything but earnlverous, 
Carp is the very fish for our artesian ponds.

Tho District Court Room was crowd­ 
ed last night, and the m eeting was 
called to order by Mr. H . D.Barrows. 
Col. W arner wtts unanim ously elec­ 
ted Chairman and Mr, W . H. 
Brooks Secretary. 
Col. W arner briefly stated the ob­ 
ject of the m eeting to bo a connection 
via the Southern Utah and Un'on Pa­ 
cific to the A tlantic. 
* 
Mr. H . D. Barrows stated tiial the 
C om m ittee had written to Senator 
Jones and received a response. 
The response by telegraph was ¡11 
effect as follows: 
It was dated Sail Francisco, Dec. 
27th, and signed John P. Jackson. 
It 
said the com m unication of the Com­ 
m ittee had been highly gratifying to 
Senator Jones and lie entirely agreed 
with tlie Com m ittee that the railroad 
schem e in question would m ake Los 
A ngeles second only to San Francisco. 
The railroad connection East cannot 
fail to secure that position. 
H e was 
pleased to join Los A ngeles in its 
present effort and to see that t lie peo­ 
ple were ready to make great sacrifi­ 
ces to attain their end. 
After tho reading of this dispatch, 
Col. Howard was announced anti look 
the stand. 
H e related the faille of the praying 
team ster whose wagon was mired, anti 
H ercules, wherein I lie heathen god as­ 
sured him I hat lie would not assist 
him unless lie helped himself. 
A Jong 
statem ent of the trade we had lost 
since railroads were introduced, ami a 
statem ent of taxes followed. 
He then 
exhibited u map ninl laid out an air 
line to the term inus of the Southern 
Utah railroad. 
H e said the proposi­ 
tion to-night, and lie was authorized 
to m ake it, was for the citizens of ljis 
A ngeles to suhserihe $4(81,1)00 to this 
railroad connection. 
Can they do it ? 
The estim ate of the tonage of Los A n ­ 
geles is K0,000 Ions of imports and 30,­ 
000 tons of ex|iorts,total, 110,000 tons of 
ocean tonnage. This little road to S an ­ 
ta Monica lias reduced freights from 
$12 per ton to $5 per ton, m aking a 
saving of $7 per ton. 
This would 
m ake an annual reduction of $770,000 
made by this little 14 m ile load. 
The 
distance from Ogden to Santa Monica 
is 040 m iles, w hile from Ogden to San 
Francisco is 900 miles. 
The proposi­ 
tion is to ask the citizens of Los An­ 
geles to subscribe $400,000 out of their 
saving in freights, to build a road 120 
m iles to Mojave river. 
From Salt 
Lake south the Mormons have built 
120 m iles of railroad, leaving a vacu­ 
um of 400 m iles to be built by Joint P. 
Jones and Jay Gould. 
They will 
build it.’ W hy should we hesitate to 
give $400,(88) out of our saving in 
freights? This does not interfere with 
the Los A ngeles and Independence 
Railroad w hich will be extended into 
the Inyo country. 
G entlm en, unless 
you get this road Los A ngeles will 
drop into a decadence by means of the 
working of railroads. 
“ I have shown 
you how our railroads have subtrac­ 
ted from our mercantile resources, and 
tliis is our opportunity to become a 
great railroad center. 
John P. Jones 
thinks as m uch of him self as he docs 
of Los A ngeles. 
H e lias built a road 
out of his own resources and it is a 
success. 
Jones is human. 
H e is in 
accord w ith your projects. 
H e gives 
you the preference, but if theSouthern 
Pacific or any other corporation otters 
him his price lie would be an ass 
not to take It, in case you do not help 
yourselves. 
1 have shown you facts 
and figures and the importance of this 
road.” 
And with these remarks he 
closed. 
Judge O’M elveny and Gen. E ast­ 
man were called for but did not ap­ 
pear. 
Col. Howard again appeared and 
said that lie believed this was a ques­ 
tion concerning merchants and this 
should be turned into a m ercantile 
convention. 
Mr. Barrows was no sneaker, but 
agreed witli Col. Howard that this 
should he aeonversationnl party. This 
was the natural outlet of tlie Halt 
Lake basin, and the projected rail­ 
road was tlte shortest route to Salt 
Lake and tlie A tlantic. 
H e believed 
t lie Santa Monica harbor could accom­ 
modate the.steam ers from China and 
Panam a, ami become the term inus of 
a trans-continental system of rail­ 
roads. 
'I’lte day was not far distant 
when Los A ngeles anti San Bernar­ 
dino valleys would teed a population 
of a m illion. 
Mayor Beaudry was called for but 
did not respond. 
Col. Crawford said Col. Howard’s 
statem ent covered tlie ground. 
He 
had furnished him some statistics, but 
would prefer merchants to do the 
talking. 
H e believed the road was 
an im m ediate necessity to this coun­ 
try. 
Mr. Ayres thought that unless we 
pusli this railroad out and bring the 
Union Pacitic westward, the city of 
Los A ngeles will, w ithin a moderate 
reach, have attained Iter greatest com ­ 
mercial prosperity. 
W ith that road 
Los A ngeles w ill become a great city, 
but w ithout it can not. 
Every man 
loyal to the progressive future must 
give his whole and undivided support 
to this project. 
H e presented a series 
of resolutions asking that work be im ­ 
m ediately resumed between this city 
and Cajon Pass; tbat the L. A. & I. 
R . R. be requested to call an assess­ 
m ent on the present subscription, and 
that the com m ittee aid in getting up 
additional subscriptions to the L. A.& 
I. R. R. stock. 
The resolutions were adopted on mo­ 
tion of W . H . W orkm an. 
In answer to a question by the Pres­ 
ident Col. Crawford stated that freight 
could be taken to San Francisco via 
Santa M onica from the East cheaper 
than by the Central Pacific. 
On motion of Mr. Ayres the com ­ 
m ittee or their substitutes were au­ 
thorized to proceed to Sait Lake to 
negotiate w ith railroad men for this 
proposed road. 
The finance com m ittee was author­ 
ized to collect tbe necessary funds. 
Mr.Barrows notified the people that 
$275,000 had been 
subscribed, and 
these resolutions mean that the assess­ 
m ent m ust be paid. 
H e hoped all 
subscribers would pay promptly, and 
he hoped those that had not subscribed 
would do so. 
Col. Crawford said the effect of the 
building of this road would fill these 
valleys w ith people, and the Southern 
Pacific, even, would do a large busi-

ness. 
There was no conllict between 
tbis road and the Southern Pacific. 
Mr. Barrows said this road would 
bring thousands of henlth-seekers to 
this section, 
The Chair said that a large amount 
of travel to San Francisco from the 
East would be carried by this road 
and through this city. 
Freight going 
East would com e to this point from 
San Francisco, thus avoiding the S i­ 
erra N evada delays. 
• 
Mr. Barrows thought we could say 
God-speed to the Southern Paciflcvbut 
we needed more roads aiul a reason­ 
able com petition. 
Adjourned.
